The patient’s 
personal doctor directs the medi- 
cal plan of care implemented by 
the hospice team — which in- 
cludes a nurse, social worker, 
home care aide, chaplain, and 



trained volunteers. The team 
makes regular visits to check on 
the patient and caregivers and 
talks with the doctor regularly 
about the appropriate care. 

The team members provide a 
variety of care. Nurses provide 
medical attention and help teach 
the family caregivers how to tend 
to their loved one. The social 
workers help with resource gath- 



ering and planning. A home care 
aide may assist with bathing, 
light housekeeping and other per- 
sonal care needs. The chaplain 
offers spiritual guidance and may 
work with the patient’s pastor on 
spiritual concerns. Volunteers 
may stay with the patient while 
the caregiver goes to the store 
and runs other errands or they can 
run the errands and go to the store 
if the caregiver isn’t comfortable 
leaving the patient. They are also

Service 
sets garden 
contest 

Beautiful and bountiful 
home gardens have dotted the 
landscape of Morgan County 
this past summer, and the 
County Extension Council 
would like to recognize the 
hard work and effort that goes 
into this activity. 

County Extension Agent 
for Agriculture Sarah Fannin- 
Holliday attributes the return 
of many gardens to several 
factors, including rising food 
costs and concerns about food 
safety. According to Fannin- 
Holliday, one tomate plant can 
produce roughly $35 in pro- 
duce. Additional benefits of 
gardening include exercise, 
healthier eating and an oppor- 
tunity for increased family 
time. 

Categories for the contest 
include vegetable garden, 
herb garden, floral garden and 
container garden. There will 
also be categories for youth 
and for unique garden prac- 
tices, such as growing tomates 
upside down or strawberries 
in a pallet. 

First place winners will re- 
ceive $50 and a gardening gift 
basket from Oldfield’s Gen- 
eral Store and Wrigley 7-711. 
All entries will receive an Ex- 
tension goody bag complete 
with gardening and preserving 
guides.

So, what ever happened to 
plans for an animal shelter?

Plans to construct a much- 
needed county animal shelter 
may soon include a large multi- 
county facility located on East- 
ern Kentucky Correctional Com- 
plex (EKCC) grounds in West 
Liberty with preparation to begin 
in the coming months. 

County officials initially in- 
tended to develop a shelter at the 
former Valley Farm building at 
Grassy as a joint effort of the fis- 
cal court, local animal group 
Helping Hands for Animals and 
Woodsbend Youth Development 
Center with an $85,000 state 
grant. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 



said the former EKCC hog farm 
barn could house more local ani- 
mals and serve as an overflow 
shelter for Bath and Rowan coun- 
ties, however. 

“State officials suggested the 
idea of a multi-county shelter to 
me,” Conley said. “A facility at 
EKCC could hold up to 250 ani- 
mals, whereas the Valley Farm 
building could hold only 65-70 
animals. This would be the first 
shelter of its kind in Eastern Ken- 
tucky.” 

(Conley noted that if the ani- 
mal shelter is housed at EKCC, 
the fiscal court would likely re- 
sell the Valley Farm property and 
apply the money from the sale to 
other county projects.) 



County road department em- 
ployees currently pick up stray 
animals and take them to West 
Liberty Veterinary Clinic at In- 
dex, or Animal Care Hospital at 
Malone, where they are either 
adopted by citizens or euthanized 
due to population overflow. 

“Morgan County has a huge 
dog problem,” Conley said. “Lo- 
cal veterinarians have been very 
accommodating in keeping many 
of the animals the county rounds 
up, but it is their job to treat sick 
animals - not to house strays. The 
EKCC shelter could help solve 
this dilemma for Bath and Rowan 
counties, too.”

Homecoming Festival is slated

Kentucky Ridgerunners will 
present the annual Clarence Kelly 
Homecoming Festival Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday, Aug. 7, 8, 
and 9. The Ky. Ridgerunners Fox 
Hunters Association Camp- 
ground, on top of the Smith Creek 
Hill, will be the site of this three- 
day event, which will provide 
some of the best bluegrass and 
old time mountain music being 
played today. 

The festival, named for one of 
Morgan County’s native sons, 
Clarence Kelly, who has made 
quite a name for himself as a 
singer/songwriter in the bluegrass 
music field, has expanded from 
a two-day event to include three 
days of bluegrass music and fam- 
ily oriented entertainment. 

During last year’s festival, 
Morgan County Judge Executive 
Tim Conley made a presentation 
of a proclamation recognizing 
August 11, 2007, and every sec- 
ond Saturday in August thereaf- 
ter, Clarence Kelly Day in Mor- 
gan County. 

Mr. Kelly was reared in Mor- 
gan County and made his home 
in Morgan until the death of his 
father, Santford Kelly. Soon af- 
ter his father’s death, 17-year-old 
Clarence left his Kentucky home 
in search of employment. He has 
spent most of his adult life in the 
Fairborn and Dayton, Ohio, area 
where he is employed as a roofer 
and contractor. Even tho Clarence 
has spent more years of his life 
in Ohio than in Eastern Kentucky, 
he still has a special place in his 
heart for his childhood home and 
the people of the area. He often

returns to Morgan and surround- 
ing counties to visit family and 
friends. 

Two years ago during the an- 
nual festival, Mr. Kelly released 
“The Mountains Are Calling ” 
CD. He is currently working on 
a new project to be released later 
this year. This CD will contain 
original material written by Kelly 
that has never been recorded be- 
fore. Some of these songs will be 
included in Clarence’s perfor- 
mances during this festival. 

On hand to share the stage on 
Friday and Saturday is another 
Morgan native, Mr. Wilbur Car- 
penter, and his band, the Dixie 
Ryders. Wilbur, a son of the late 
Dellie and Dora Hale Carpenter, 
was raised at Zag. His father, 
known to many in this area as 
“Fiddlin’ Dellie Carpenter” or 



“Uncle Dellie”, and Clarence 
Kelly’s father, the late Santford 
Kelly, were well known for their 
old time mountain style fiddle 
playing. They often played mu- 
sic together, so it seems only fit- 
ting that their sons would meet 
up on the Smith Creek Hill to en- 
tertain at this annual festival. 
Over the years, Wilbur and his 
brother, Frank, both very tal- 
ented musicians, have enter- 
tained audiences at a distance as 
well as their childhood home of 
Morgan County. 

On Thursday, Aug. 7, there 
will be performances by two time 
SPBGMA Male Vocalist of the 
Year winner, Mr. James King, of 
Virginia. King’s style of tradi- 
tional bluegrass music is well 
loved by bluegrass enthusiasts 
everywhere. His powerful lead 
vocals, complimented by the 
high tenor harmony of Kevin 
Prater, produces soulful blue- 
grass sounds that audiences seem 
to never get enough of.

Truck driver in 
schl. bus crash 
is not indicted 

FALMOUTH, Ky. — The 
Pendleton County Grand Jury 
declined to return an indictment 
on July 24 against a Morgan 
County truck driver on charges 
related to a school bus accident 
that killed a teenager last May. 

Prosecutors had asked the 
grand jury to consider a charge 
of reckless homicide against 
Francisco Yulfo, However, while 
the jurors concluded that the ac- 
cident “had to have been the re- 
sult of negligence,” they found 
that Yulfo was traveling within 
the legal speed limit and that nei- 
ther drugs nor alcohol were in- 
volved. 

Daniel Wood, 16, was killed 
instantly when a dump truck 
owned by XXL Trucking of West 
Liberty crashed into his school 
bus on Ky. 22 near Falmouth. 
Ten other students were injured. 

Wood;s family had filed a 
civil lawsuit against Yulfo and 
XXL Trucking. 

The lawsuit alleges negli- 
gence by Yulfo and the trucking 
company, both of which have 
filed motions to dismiss the case.

available to take patients to 
doctor’s appointments, provide 
haircuts, build wheel chair 
ramps, do lawn care, and a num- 
ber of other services for the pa- 
tient. And the bereavement coun- 
selor may counsel the patient and 
family members through indi- 
vidual or group support pro- 
grams. 

A large misunderstanding in 
Eastern Kentucky is that Hospice 
only takes care of cancer patients. 
Hospice of the Bluegrass does 
care for cancer patients, however 
many patients have other termi- 
nal illnesses such as heart dis- 
ease, lung disease, COPD, kid- 
ney disease, Alzheimer’s, ALS 
(Lou Gehrig’s disease), AIDS, 
liver disease, dementia, failure to 
thrive, stroke and other terminal 
illnesses. Anyone can refer a per- 
son to hospice — a friend, fam- 
ily member, co-worker, nurse, or 
a doctor, to name a few. You can 
refer by calling the Hospice of- 
fice in Hazard at 439-2111 or 1- 
800-560-1101. Once the referral 
is received, Hospice will contact 
the patient and/or their family, 
and then their doctor to get their 
approval, and go from there. 

Hospice also works hard to re- 
lieve the patient and family from 
worrying about paying for hos- 
pice. Hospice accepts Medicare, 
Medicaid, and some private in- 
surance, and because of generous 
donations from the community, 
is also able to provide services 
to all patients, and no one is de- 
nied hospice care if they are un- 
able to pay. Last year, Hospice 
of the Bluegrass-Mountain Com- 
munity admitted 347 new pa- 
tients in Breathitt, Knott, Leslie, 
Letcher and Perry counties, and 
no one was sent a bill for hos- 
pice services. 

Hospice of the Bluegrass- 
Mountain Community also has a 
special pediatric program, 
Daniel’s Care, for children from 
birth to 21 years of age with a life 
threatening illness . A specially 
trained team of a nurse and so- 
cial worker will provide the same 
care as a hospice patient receives. 
Daniel’s Care children have life 
threatening illness such as: 
Neurodegenerative disorders, 
end-stage cancers, profound re- 
tardation, AIDS, Neuromuscular 
diseases, Inoperable cardiac de- 
fects, congenital anomalies, mul- 
tisystem disorders, and respira- 
tory disorders. All current treat- 
ments a child is receiving may be 
continued throughout the illness. 

Hospice also serves the com- 
munity by providing educational 
programs and presentations at 
civic clubs, churches, profes- 
sional associations, in class 
rooms, and any place that would 
like to have us come in.

Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement on a prescribed basis of accounting that demonstrates 
compliance with the modified cash basis, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the Morgan County 
Sheriff s taxes charged, credited, and paid for the period May 14, 2006 through May 26, 2007, in conformity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated March 24, 2008 on our consideration of the 
Sheriff s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control 
over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over 
financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing 
Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we present the accompanying comments and recommendations, included herein, which discuss the 
following report comments:

who is working closely on the 
project with Conley as well as 
Bath County Judge Executive 
Carolyn Belcher and Rowan 
County Judge Executive Jim 
Nickell, said the EKCC shelter 
would save the three counties a 
considerable amount of money. 

“The taxpayers are the big 
winners in this project,” Rep. 
Stacy said. “We are fortunate the 
Beshear administration has 
agreed to let the counties work 
with the state department of cor- 
rections, which would allow in- 
mates to perform all maintenance 
and animal care. Because of this, 
I estimate it would take only half 
the funding required to operate a 
shelter of this nature.” 

EKCC inmates will also build 
the shelter kennels with materi- 
als provided by the counties. 

Conley said that in addition to 
receiving housing and care, all 
animals brought to the shelter 
will be spayed or neutered for 
population control, and will be 
available to the public for adop- 
tion. 

“There are many strays and 
unwanted pets that need good 
homes,” Conley said. “Many 
times people do not have their 
pets spayed or neutered, and 
those pets have babies that the 
owners can’t give away. The 
shelter will give citizens a chance 
to take in needy pets and help 
control the animal population.” 

Helping Hands For Animals 
will help the shelter foster ani- 
mals to suitable homes in addi- 
tion to offering financial assis- 
tance to pet owners for spaying 
and/or neutering. 

Helping Hands President 
Vicki Stacy said a multi-county 
shelter presents a unique oppor- 
tunity to assist more animals. 

“This project would give the 
counties a chance to pool their 
resources,” Stacy said. “That 
means more animals can be 
spayed and neutered, and there 
might be a better chance of find- 
ing homes for them. Helping 
Hands always looks forward to 
aiding our local animals.”

recommended that the council 
raise the real estate rate to .217 
(21.7 cents) per $100 of assessed 
value to offset increased operat- 
ing costs, while Councilman 
John May expressed concern that 
the council had already “hit the 
tax base pretty hard” with last 
year’s payroll tax. 

“Costs are going up,” Nickell 
responded. “Gasoline is $4 per 
gallon, and the price of PVC pipe 
has also doubled. As a city gov- 
ernment, we have to either pay 
for it all some way, or we don’t 
get the job done.” 

City Clerk Sally Barker noted 
that none of the property tax rate 
options (including .18, .209 and 
.217 per $100 of assessed value) 
would increase property tas rev- 
enue by more than 4 percent. 

In other business, council 
members announced that they, 
along with West Liberty Volun- 
teer Fire Department members, 
will present an appreciation 
plaque to the Commercial Bank’s 
board of directors for the bank’s 
donation of land for a new 
WLFD fire station and training 
center 12 p.m. Wednesday, Aug. 
6, at 826 West Main St., West 
Liberty (former Collins & May 
office site). 

The public is invited to attend 
the presentation ceremony. 

Mayor Nickell noted that the 
fire department received a $50 
donation from Paul and Erma 
Stamper, of Grassy Creek.

The 2008 recap lists the total 
value of the county’s residential 
property at $121,691,250, up 
about $3 million from 
$118,369,500 last year. 

Farm assessments this year 
total $89,364,550, up about $2 
million from $85,951,400 in 
2007. 

Commercial property is as- 
sessed at $39,462,815, up about 
$1 million from $38,165,665 last 
year. 

Franklin noted that the county 
required no mandatory property 
reassessments, and officials in 
the state Office of Property Valu- 
ation believe that Morgan’s as- 
sessments are in line with state 
norms.

Only producers who obtained 
crop insurance coverage or cov- 
erage under the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) for the year of loss will 
be eligible for CDP benefits. Pro- 
ducers must have suffered qual- 
ity losses of at least 25 percent 
to be eligible for CDP Quality 
Loss. The payment rate is set at 
65 percent of the amount of the 
affected crop multiplied by 42 
percent of the per-unit average 
market value in the year in which 
the loss occurred. 

To be eligible for Quality 
Losses, producers must submit 
receipts that contain all three of 
the following items: Price, Pro- 
duction, and Quality affected. 
Quality losses must be due to an 
eligible disaster condition. 

Producers may receive assis- 
tance for both quantity and qual- 
ity losses. However, the total 
quantity and quality assistance, 
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together with any crop insurance 
or NAP payment received for the 
same crop and the value of the 
crop production not lost, must not 
exceed 95 percent of the total 
value of the crop absent the di- 
saster.

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Audit of Morgan Sheriff’s 
tax settlement is released 



FRANKFORT, Ky.-State 
Auditor Crit Luallen has released 
the audit of the Sheriff’s Settle- 
ment-2006 Taxes for Morgan 
County Sheriff, Mickey Whitt, 
for the period May 14, 2006 
through May 26, 2007. State law 
requires the Auditor to annually 
audit the accounts of each county 
sheriff. In compliance with this 
law, the Auditor issues two 
sheiff’s reports each year: one 
reporting on the audit of the 
sheriff’s tax account and the other 
reporting on the audit of the fee 
account used to operate the of- 
fice. 

The audit found that the 
Sheriff’s financial statement 
fairly presents the taxes charged, 
credited and paid, for the period 
May 14, 2006 through May 26, 
2007, in conformity with the 
modified cash basis of account- 
ing. 

As part of the audit process, 
the Auditor must comment on 
non-compliance with laws, regu- 
lations, contracts and grants. The 
Auditor must also comment on 
material weakness involving the 
internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the follow- 
ing comments: 

The Sheriff should maintain a 
receipts ledger for taxes and fees 
collected. KRS 134.170(1) states 
that when money is paid to the 
Sheriff, the Sheriff shall enter 
payment upon his record books. 
The record books would be the 
receipts ledger. The Sheriff did 
not maintain a receipts ledger for 
taxes and fees collected. The 
Sheriff should post daily collec- 
tions to a receipts ledger. The 
Morgan County Sheriff, Mickey 
Whitt, responded, “Our office 
was maintaining a receipts and 
disbursements ledger on check 
stubs and computer printouts. We 
now are recording all receipts and 
disbursements on an excel pro- 
gram to show a detailed listing of 
all taxes.” 

The Sheriff should pay taxes 
to districts in a timely manner. 
KRS 134.300(2) and KRS 134. 
320(2) state the Sheriff shall, at 
the time of making his report to 
taxing districts, pay to the dis- 
tricts all funds belonging to the 
districts. However, the Sheriff did 
not timely pay all taxes to all dis- 
tricts. One check to the State in 
the amount of $13,706 for 2006 
property taxes collected during 
April 2007 has never cleared the 
bank. Payments to the Library, 
Health, Extension, and Soil dis- 
tricts for April 2007 collections 
did not timely clear the bank. 



Payments to these districts took 
as long as 79 days to clear the 
bank. Auditors could not deter- 
mine that any payments to the 
districts have been made for 2006 
property taxes reported on a 
supplemental report dated June 6, 
2007. Taxes due the districts for 
this supplemental report total 
$5,137. Auditors could not deter- 
mine that payments for additional 
tax bills collected by the Sheriff 
were made to the State, Library, 
Health, Extension, Soil, and Am- 
bulance districts. Taxes due the 
districts for additional tax bills 
total $29. Furthermore, auditors 
could not determine that all fran- 
chise taxes collected have been 
paid to the districts. 

Auditors could find no pay- 
ments made to the Library, 
Health, Extension, and Ambu- 
lance districts for April franchise 
tax collections. Amounts due the 
districts for April franchise taxes 
total $276. Finally, auditors could 
not determine that any payments 
were made to the districts for 
2005 unmined coal tax collec- 
tions. Taxes due the districts for 
2005 unmined coal tax collec- 
tions total $579. All taxes col- 
lected and due the districts have 
been reported on the financial 
statement included in this audit 
report. Therefore, any amounts 
reported as due the districts (or 
refunds due the Sheriff) on the 
financial statement are net of 
items included in this comment. 
The audit recommends the Sher- 
iff comply with KRS 134.300(2) 
and KRS 134.320(2) by timely 
paying taxes to the districts. 

The Morgan County Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “All 
taxes have been paid to the dis- 
tricts. We are now hand deliver- 
ing all tax checks to the districts.” 

The Sheriff should mark tax 
bills unpaid for insufficient funds 
checks. Auditors found taxpayer 
checks totaling $3,136 that was 
returned by the bank for insuffi- 
cient funds. The Sheriff’s collec- 
tions efforts did not result in pay- 
ment of the insufficient funds 
items. When the bank returns a 
taxpayer’s check for insufficient 
funds and the Sheriff is unable to 
collect from the taxpayer, then 
the tax bill related to the insuffi- 
cient funds should be marked as 
unpaid. The Sheriff’s collection 
efforts for insufficient funds 
checks should include calling the 
taxpayer and asking that the tax- 
payer resolve the issue. 

The Sheriff may also ask the 
County Attorney to send a notice 
to the tax payer, asking that the 
insufficient funds check be re- 



solved. If the insufficient funds 
check is not resolved, then the 
Sheiff should mark the tax bill as 
unpaid and send a registered let- 
ter to the taxpayer informing the 
taxpayer that the bill has been 
marked unpaid. A copy of the reg- 
istered letter should be main- 
tained by the Sheriff’s office as 
documentation of notice to the 
taxpayer. After the bill as been 
marked unpaid, if the taxpayer 
comes in to pay the bill, the Sher- 
iff should collect as if this was 
the first time the bill has been 
paid (applying penalties or fees 
if applicable.) If the bill remains 
unpaid at the time the Sheriff files 
his delinquency report, then the 
tax bill should be treated the same 
as all other delinquent taxes. The 
audit recommends the Sheriff 
mark tax bills unpaid for insuffi- 
cient funds checks. 

The Morgan County Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “Our 
office received several NSF 
checks for taxes. These taxes 
were marked paid originally de- 
posited and distributed to the dis- 
tricts. This process was inter- 
rupted by the return of a taxpayer 
check. This issue causes our tax 
acct. to be short and by law we 
are forced to make all efforts to 
collect. We are now turning NSF 
checks over to the County Attor- 
ney and if not collect the bills will 
be marked unpaid.” 

The Sheriff should deposit tax 
collections in a timely manner. 
Tax collections began on Novem- 
ber 1, 2006. However the first 
deposit to the Sheriff’s 2006 Tax 
Account was not made until No- 
vember 22, 2006, twenty-one 
days after the start of collections. 
On November 22, 2006, $23,060 
was deposited. The next deposit 
to the 2006 tax account was not 
made until November 29, 2006 
and totaled $255,242. Further- 
more, a franchise tax payment 
in the amount of $2,059 was not 
deposited timely. The date of the 
check for payment of this fran- 
chise tax bill was November 10, 
2006. However this check was 
not deposited until July 20, 2007, 
approximately 180 working days 
after the check was written. 

A review of deposits-in-tran- 
sit at May 26, 2007 revealed that 
some deposits did not clear the 
bank for 28 working days. Tax 
collections should be deposited 
intact on a daily basis. By not 
making timely deposits, the Sher- 
iff places taxpayer funds at risk 
for loss or theft. Customer checks 
held for long periods could be- 
come stale dated and may not 
clear the Sheriff’s bank account. 
The audit recommends the Sher- 
iff monitor operations of his of- 
fice to assure timely deposit of 
tax collections. 

The Morgan County Sheriff, 
Mickey Whitt, responded, “All 



deposits are now made timely. 
Our office is now making daily 
deposits and keeping daily 
checkout sheets to reconcile all 
accounts. 

The Sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property taxes, 
providing law enforcement and 
performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts of 
justice. The Sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com- 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties.

Back-to-school traffic safety tips 
for motorists, parents and students 



As summer days grow shorter, 
communities across America will 
soon be observing that timeless 
annual ritual: the first day of 
school. It is a time when parents 
breathe a sigh of relief and stu- 
dents and teachers anticipate new 
beginnings and new challenges. 

Unfortunately, the beginning 
of school is also a time when chil- 
dren are at increased risk of trans- 
portation-related injuries from 
pedestrian, bicycle, school bus 
and motor vehicle crashes be- 
cause there are many more chil- 
dren on the road each morning 
and afternoon, and many drivers’ 
patterns change. Shorter daylight 
hours make it especially difficult 
to see young pedestrians and bi- 
cyclists. So as schools open their 
doors, it is time for everyone - 
motorists, parents, educators and 



students - to improve their traf- 
fic safety practices. The follow- 
ing tips can help make this a safe 
and happy school year for the 
whole community. 

Tips For Motorists 

• Slow down and obey all traf- 
fic laws and speed limits. 

• Always stop for a school bus 
that has stopped to load or unload 
passengers. Red flashing lights 
and extended stop arms tell you 
the bus is stopped to load or un- 
load children. State law requires 
you to stop. 

• Be alert. Watch your children 
walking in the street, especially 
where there are no sidewalks. 
Watch for children playing and 
gathering near bus stops. Watch 
for children arriving late for the 
bus, who may dart into the street 
without looking for traffic. When 



backing out of a driveway or leav- 
ing a garage, watch for children 
walking or biking to school. 

• When driving in neighbor- 
hoods or school zones, watch for 
young people who may be in a 
hurry to get to school and may not 
be thinking about getting there 
safely. 

Tips For Parents 

• Help your children learn to 
practice the safety rules for walk- 
ing bicycling or riding in a pas- 
senger car, school bus or transit 
bus. 

• Supervise your children as 
they are walking or biking to 
school, or as they wait at the 
school bus stop. 

• Be a good role model, espe- 
cially when you are with your 
kids. Always buckle up in the car, 
always wear a helmet when bik- 



ing and always follow pedestrian 
safety rules. 

• Teach young children the 
safety rules for traveling to 
school, whether it be walking, bi- 
cycling, on a school bus or riding 
in a motor vehicle. The National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration (NHSTA) has developed 
a variety of kid-friendly materi- 
als and teaching tools. These can 
be downloaded from the 
NHTSA’s website at 
www.nhtsa.dot.gov, or you can 
fax your order to 202-493-2062. 
The website provides links to 
many other organizations and 
materials related to safe school 
travel. 

• Support any “Getting to 
School Safely” activities spon- 
sored by your school, the PTA / 
PTO, or other community orga- 
nizations. 

• Be a good role model. Al- 
ways use your seatbelt, wear a 
helmet when bicycling or riding 
a motorcycle and practice pedes- 
trian safety rules.

Nickell, a student at Morgan 
County High School, attended 
the second session of Rogers 
Scholars during the week of July 
6- 1 1 at The Center for Rural De- 
velopment in Somerset. She 
graduated from the program on 
July 11 and will be eligible to 
apply for college scholarships 
from 13 participating colleges 
and universities. 

Former Kentucky Gov. Paul 
Patton delivered the keynote ad- 
dress to the last class of 2008 
Rogers Scholars at a graduation 
program on the final day of the 
summer session.

Rogers Scholars, The Center’s 
flagship youth program, is an in- 
tensive one-week summer pro- 
gram that provides opportunities 
for some of the best and bright- 
est students in the region to learn 
leadership and team-building 
skills. Sixty high school sopho- 
mores, or rising juniors, from The 
Center’s 42-county service area 
were selected by the program 
sponsor to attend one of two sum- 
mer sessions.

“We want to teach young 
people of Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky confidence and skills, 
as well as inspire a deeper com- 
mitment to their hometowns and 
this region,” said The Center for 
Rural Development President 
and CEO Lonnie Lawson. 

The program emphasizes 
technological skills development 
and fosters an entrepreneurial 
spirit, leadership and commit- 
ment to rural Kentucky. During 
each of the two summer sessions, 
Scholars received 12 hours of in- 
structional training and hands-on 
experience working in one of 
three program majors: informa- 
tion technology, engineering and 
digital video production. 

Rogers Scholars provides op- 
portunities for Scholars to meet 



and interact with national, state 
and local speakers. Scholars were 
inspired by a message delivered 
by guest speaker Kenny Davis, 
captain of the 1972 U.S. Olym- 
pic basketball team. While Davis 
and his team were in Munich, 
Germany, eight Palestinian terror- 
ists broke into the Olympic Vil- 
lage, killed two members of the 
Israeli team and took nine hos- 
tages. He also shared the story of 
the U.S. basketball team’s contro- 
versial loss to the Soviets in the 
gold medal game. The American 
team had been undefeated in the 
last 62 Olympic competitions. 

Scholars are encouraged to 
make their communities a better 
place to live and complete a com- 
munity service project after they 
return to their home communities. 
In conjunction with PRIDE (Per- 
sonal Responsibility in a Desir- 
able Environment), all 60 Schol- 
ars participated in a community 
service project to clean up the 
shores of Lake Cumberland. 
Scholars picked up 239 bags of 
trash and 48 tires at two sites on 
the lake. 

Rogers Scholars was founded 
by The Center in 1996 in coop- 
eration with U.S. Congressman 
Harold “Hal” Rogers’ efforts to 
promote youth development in 
this region of the state. During the 
last 12 years, 599 Scholars have 
graduated from the program. 

“Being selected as a Rogers 
Scholars is an honor for the stu- 
dent, their school and their com- 
munity - it is a highly competi- 
tive process,” said Jessica 
Melton, associate director of edu- 
cation and training for The Cen- 
ter. “These students truly repre- 
sent the best and brightest minds 
in our region.”

The Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act (FERPA) afford's parents and 
students over 18 years of age ("eligible 
students") or who are attending a 
postsecondary institution certain rights 
with respect to the students education 
records. They are: 

1) The right to inspect and review 
the student's education records within 
forty-five (45) days of the day the Dis- 
trict receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should 
submit to the school principal/designee 
(or appropriate school official) a writ- 
ten request that identifies the record(s) 
they wish to inspect. The Principal will 
make arrangements for access and no- 
tify the parent or eligible student of the 
time and place where the records may 
be inspected. 

2) The right to request the amend- 
ment of the student's education records 
that the parent or eligible student be- 
lieves are inaccurate, misleading, or in 
violation of the student's privacy or 
other rights.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: Despite 
debunkers, the tale of Jonathan 
Swift and his lost silver mines 
and Swift’s adventures in the wil- 
derness of what is now this area 
of Eastern Kentucky has in- 
trigued Kentuckians of all walks 
of life since the days of Daniel 
Boone.

Swift’s Silver Mine! Is It Fact

Likely it’s a mixture of both. 

Anyway, it is a legend that has 
persisted in the Appalachians 
since French and Indian War 
days — a legend that still draws 
adventurers into East Kentucky 
to search for the notorious silver 
mine of Jonathan Swift, an En- 
glishman whose Journal recounts

cation. This includes children who are 
not in school; those who are in public, 
private, or home school; those who are 
highly mobile such as children who are 
migrant or homeless; and those who are 
advancing from grade to grade, who 
may need but are not receiving Special 
Education. The Morgan County School 
District will make sure any child enrolled 
in its district who has a disability, regard- 
less of how severe the disability, is pro- 
vided an appropriate education at no 
cost to the parents of the child.

that he made eight trips into the 
wilds of East Kentucky to mine 
silver and take it out on pack 
trains to Alexandria, Virginia. 

The time: over 200 years 
ago— 1761-1769. 

Swift, according to his Jour- 
nal, learned of the mine from a 
wayward French youth, one .... 
Mundy whom he be- 
friended in the Carolinas after the 
lad had escaped when Indians 
killed his father while they 
worked the mine. 

Swift’s Journal (there are sev- 
eral copies, but copying and re- 
copying has left some versions 
disconnected) lists “the middle 
mine” at 37 degrees, 57 minutes 
north latitude and the meridian 
83 (or 88). The Journal says he 
had “three workings” and that 
there is silver also at 38 degrees, 
2 minutes north on the same gen- 
eral meridian. Further, the Jour- 
nal says the “French worked an- 
other mine south of us, and we 
sometimes visited them.” 

West Liberty’s location is 37 
degrees, 59 minutes. 

Mouth of Swift Camp Creek 
on Red River is 37 degrees, 49 
minutes. 

Mouth of Spaw Creek in Nar- 
rows of Licking east of (the com- 
munity of) Korea is 37 degrees, 
58 minutes.

Acre at the corner of Morgan and 
Johnson is 37 degrees, 53 min- 
utes. Meridian is approximately 
82 degrees 59 minutes along 
Mine Fork. 

Markings that are described in 
Swift’s Journal have been re- 
ported in the last three areas — 
Swift Creek in Wolfe County, 
mouth of Spaw in western Mor- 
gan County, and Mine Fork, a 
tributary of Little Paint, in east- 
ern Morgan; also on Paint Creek 
in Johnson County. 

All are in rough canyon coun- 
try, the type described in the Jour- 
nal. 

But most evidence, both in the 
Journal and in discoveries of fur- 
nace crucibles, and a few silver 
ingots point to the Red River area 
of Wolfe County. However, Swift 
said he had “three workings.” 
Thus, all the above areas are 
probable sites. 

Over the years bars of silver, 
iron kettles and furnace markings 
have been found; searching 
Shawnees back from their tribal 
grounds in Kansas have been 
murdered — and the search for the 
Swift mine goes on. 

All early histories of Ken- 
tucky mention the Swift Silver 
Mine legend. Kerr’s History of 
Kentucky (1922) devotes 23 
pages to Swift’s Mines. Collins’ 
History (1872) devotes several

pages, Imlay’s Map of Kentucky, 
published in London in 1793, in- 
dicates the supposed location of 
the Swift Mines, but rather in- 
definitely, at either the headwa- 
ters of the Big Sandy or Ken- 
tucky rivers. Judge Haywood’s 
History of Tennessee likewise 
recounts the story of Swift and 
his mine, and in considerable 
detail. 

However, the Journal itself 
and most histories connect the 
mine with Red River, a (for many 
years a little known) stream that 
originates at the corner of Mor- 
gan Magoffin, and Wolfe coun- 
ties and flows westward midway 
between the head of Licking and 
the North Fork of Kentucky, join- 
ing the Kentucky nine miles 
above Boonesboro. For about 30 
miles Red River flows through 
the Cumberland (now the Daniel 
Boone) National Forest, most of 
the way through deep canyons 
and gorges with cliffs rising 
sometimes 400 feet on either 
side. This is in northern Wolfe 
and Powell counties. 

And Swift’s Camp Creek, 
originating near Campton, flows 
northeast and joins Red River in 
the cliff country at Sky Bridge. 
It too has cut its way through cliff 
country, and is wild and forebod- 
ing.

THE CANNERY. In earlier 
times in Morgan County, canning 
was more important than it is to- 
day (although the tradition is still 
proudly carried on in many 
homes). According to Lynn 
Nickell’s delightful little book, 
By Their Works'. 

“In the summer fresh foods for 
the table were no problem, but the 
women spent many hours during 
the summer months preserving 
foods to feed the family during 
the winter and spring months. 
Many meats, fruits and veg- 
etables were canned and stored in 
the cellar, or warm house, where 
they would not freeze. A house- 
wife could justly be proud of her 
shelves full of canned beans, 
beets, carrots, peaches, applies, 
berries, sausage and many other 
foods.” 

In the 1940s, a building on the 
corner of Liberty Street and 
Glenn Avenue in West Liberty - 
originally build for the depres- 
sion-era WPA and NYA facilities 
- became an office for the World 
War II rationing program and also 
a public cannery. 

An article in the July 29, 1943, 
Licking Valley Courier reported 
that, “The school and community 
cannery at West Liberty, spon- 
sored by the Morgan County 
Board of Education under direc- 
tion of the Department of Voca- 
tional Education, has been in op- 
eration for two weeks and during 
this time has already canned more 
than 3,000 cans per day. Miss 



Christine McGuire, a graduate of 
Eastern Kentucky State Teachers 
College and graduate work at the 
University of Kentucky, is super- 
visor.” 

Later articles noted the 
cannery’s hours, listed Roy 
Nickell as co- supervisor, and ad- 
vised housewives not to rush to 
spend their “number 40 sugar” 
rationing stamp, which was for 
canning only, lest they find their 
supply short at the beginning of 
the canning season. 

Although the old cannery is 
now long gone (the building be- 
coming in turn a library, school 
classroom and shop facility, and 
the football team’s “Cougar 



Den”), it provided a vital service 
to Morgan County residents dur- 
ing the trying times of World War 
II.

Rep. Rogers secures 
$12 million for Ky. 
Homeland Security 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— U.S. 
Rep. Harold “Hal” Rogers (Ky.- 
5th) announced last week that 
$11.9 million in federal funding 
is going to Kentucky to increase 
preparedness and response mea- 
sures across the state. The U.S. 
Department of Homeland Secu- 
rity grants boost a variety of ca- 
pabilities in public safety and 
health agencies at the state and 
local level. 

“Since the tragic events of 
September 11th, the size and 
complexity of the mission placed 
upon our first responders has 



only increased,” said 
Rogers. “These grant funds go a 
long way toward building up the 
capability of our state and local 
emergency response personnel in 
addressing security threats, pre- 
paring for natural or manmade 
disasters, and rapidly responding 
to the call for assistance. Our 
threats have not diminished; 
however, I’m confident with our 
increased vigilance at all levels 
of government, we’re better pre- 
pared to thwart terrorist plots as 
well as overcome Mother 
Nature’s wrath.” 

Grants will be provided 
through a variety of Department 
of Homeland Security formula 
grant programs, including: the 



State Homeland Security Grant 
Program, $9.59 million; the Met- 
ropolitan Medical Response Sys- 
tem, $642,442 (Louisville and 
Lexington); Citizens Corps, 
$231,503; and the Urban Area 
Security Initiative $1,421,500 
(Louisville). 

The Kentucky Office of 
Homeland Security administers 
the majority of these federal 
funds. This office, in turn, uses 
some funds to boost state capa- 
bilities and distributes the major- 
ity to local jurisdictions. Under 
provisions Rogers authored in 
2003, 80% of the money in the 
major grant programs are re- 
quired to go to local jurisdictions 
to give first responders the right

OMAHA, Neb., July 27, 2008 
— Scotty May, a disabled Army 
veteran from West Liberty, com- 
peted in the 28th National Veter- 
ans Wheelchair Games, being 
held through July 29 in Omaha, 
Nebraska. 

Attracting nearly 500 athletes 
each year, the National Veterans 
Wheelchair Games is the largest 
annual wheelchair sports event in 
the world. It is a multi-event 
sports and rehabilitation program 
for military service veterans who 
use wheelchairs for sports com- 
petition due to spinal cord inju- 
ries, amputations, or certain neu- 
rological problems. 

May, a combat veteran of 
Vietnam, is a paraplegic. He is 
currently receiving care at the VA 
medical facility in St. Louis, Mo. 

May is competed in the fol- 
lowing events: archery (para/amp 
with compound bow), 9-ball 
(para), trap shooting, motorized 
wheelchair rally and air guns 
(para). 

“I went to the ’95 Games in 
Atlanta and have looked forward 
to Omaha this year,” said May. 
“Enjoying the camaraderie with 
people from all over the country 
is special to me. When we take 
part in these Games, we demon- 



strate our willpower and show 
that we can.” 

Athletes in the games compete 
within three divisions - Masters 
(over age 40), Novice (first-time 
competitors in the Games) and 
Open (all others, or those who 
chose to compete in this cat- 
egory). They also compete within 
classes according to the level of 
their physical ability, with three 
quadriplegic-level classes (IA, 
IB, and IC), and four paraplegic- 
level or amputee classes (II, III, 
IV, and V). 

May competed as a Class II 
in the Open division. 

The Games are presented by 
the U.S. Department of Veterans 
Affairs (VA) and the Paralyzed 
Veterans of America (PVA), and 
are hosted this year by the VA 
Nebraska- Western Iowa Health 
Care System (VANWIHCS) and 
the Great Plains Chapter of the 
Paralyzed Veterans of America. 

Funded with help from a host 
of corporations and service orga- 
nizations, the National Veterans 
Wheelchair Games are a show- 
case for the benefit of sports re- 
habilitative programs, and the 
remarkable athletic abilities and 
personal achievements of our 
nation’s disabled veterans.

Cougar defense in attack mode

Morgan County coach Jake 
Purnell knows one speed and one 
speed only when playing de- 
fense. All out, all the time. 

“We’re not going to sit back 
and drop a bunch of guys in cov- 
erage waiting for the opponent 
to come to us,” Purnell said. “ We 
will attack and tackle everybody 
in our path until we find the ball. 
We want our guys in the 
backfield pursuing the quarter- 
back.” 

There’s nothing soft about 
Purnell’s defensive philosophy 
or his players. While the Cougars 
may not be the biggest players 
on the field, you can bet the farm 
they’ll play like it. Purnell 
preaches a constant pursuit of the 
football. There’s nothing fancy 
about it — just get to the ball 
carrier and knock his socks off. 

The Cougars will play a base 
5-2 defense with a “monster” — 
which is another word for a 
strong side linebacker eager to 
get into the backfield. Right now, 
Joe Fletcher looks to be that man. 

“I love this kid, his work ethic 
and conviction,” Purnell said. 
“Joe shows up everyday with the 
right attitude and always works 
hard in practice. If there’s guys 
that have to stay after practice 
and run “gassers” (the equivalent 
of suicides in basketball), Joe’s 
right there with them. He leads 
by example.” 

Fletcher will have plenty of 
help on the defensive side. 
Hunter Fraley will likely line up 
a weakside linebacker. 

“If you just turn him loose on 
defense, he’ll be happy,” said 
Purnell. “You just let him run 
free and make plays.” 

The Cougars have athleticism 



on defense, especially at 
cornerback. Donovan Stacy is 
described as a young man with 
“good feet and a nose for the 
ball.” Purnell says Stacy and 
Darren Keeton are excellent 
cover corners, while Taylor 
McKnight has the strength to 
tackle in the open field. 

“Those kids can play,” said 
Purnell. “Any of these guys 
could have started at my high 
school back in Virginia.” 

But the key player on defense 
could be Kyle Havens, who’ll 
play either safety or outside line- 
backer.

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Descendants of Nathan and Lizzie Ratliff 
gather in West Liberty for family reunion

The weekend of June 21, the 
descendants of Nathan and Lizzie 
Ratliff, of Woodsbend, held their 
first annual family reunion at the 
West Liberty Community Center. 
We had a wonderful gathering, 
and plans have been made to 
make this an annual event. Next 
year the plans are for it to be a 
combined Ratliff - Davis reunion. 

Readers of this newspaper will 
recall that I was invited to the 
Woodsbend Community Church 
to be their guest speaker for their 
Memorial Day Homecoming 
Service. Below is a portion of an 
article that was in this newspa- 
per prior to that Memorial Day 
Service. 

I consider it a great honor to 
be included, and represent the 
Ratliff family, in the impending 
Memorial Day Homecoming 
Service. Woodsbend is the place 
of my birth, along with being the 
birthplace of my father, his par- 
ents, his grandparents, and sev- 
eral generations before them. The 
Woodsbend area has a long his- 
tory of being the Ratliff family 
ancestral home. Our family’s ex- 
istence in the area has been traced 
to the early 1800’s. Going all the 
way back to Reuben Ratliff, a 
Revolutionary War Soldier. 
Reuben Ratliff would be my 
great, great, great, great, grand- 
father. Reuben is buried high on 
a hill in the Old Caney Cemetery 
at Caney, Kentucky. In 1990 the 
Daughters of The American 
Revolution, in a ceremony at- 
tended by a number of Rueben’s 
descendants, placed a bronze 
plaque at his gravesite to pay trib- 
ute to his service to our country. 
Even though I don’t live there, 
one can see that I am from a long 
line of Ratliff’s born in the 
Woodsbend area. I am grateful 
and highly honored to stand in for 
the Ratliff family at this home- 
coming. 

Now, back to the reunion. Af- 
ter a great visit and good food, 
the plans for Saturday afternoon 
were for the different family 
groups to scatter, and visit vari- 
ous places of interest for each 
family unit. This was the first 
time that I had ever had all of my 



family members as a complete 
unit in Morgan County, so it was 
important to me for them to visit 
the family cemeteries. I wanted 
them to see, and know, where 
their ancestors are buried. We put 
together a four vehicle caravan, 
and made our first stop the 
Flatwoods Cemetery at 
Woodsbend. There, Nathan and 
Lizzie, Ova, and Clay became 
real to my children and grandchil- 
dren, not just names they had 
heard me talk about. 

Next, we went to the South 
Fork Cemetery at Malone where 
many members of my mother’s 
family are buried: Tom and Hattie 
Davis, Helen and Winfred Car- 
penter, Coleen and Paul Davis, 
and a memorial to honor my 
uncle Richmond Davis is placed 
under a large, very old, majestic 
oak tree in the middle of that hill- 
side cemetery. Now my family, 
and their children know. 

Many times my children and 
grandchildren have heard me talk 
about Reuben Ratliff, a Revolu- 
tionary War soldier. My young- 
est son, Michael, was asked to 
play trumpet at the Daughters of 
The American Revolution cer- 
emony a number of years back, 
and he had encouraged the other 
family members to visit Reuben’s 
gravesite. All of them wanted to 
see where he is buried, so we 
journeyed right on up Highway 



191 to Caney. Our caravan ar- 
rived at The Old Caney Cemetery 
only to find the cemetery in an 
extremely un-kept condition. It 
was overgrown with high weeds 
and poison ivy, which was cer- 
tainly not befitting to the two 
American Revolutionary War 
soldiers buried there. We were 
not the only visitors there that 
day. Mr. Ferguson, a man from 
Michigan, was there with his son 
to visit the other Revolutionary 
War soldier’s grave. He and his 
son were already tramping 
around in the high weeds, so we 
asked them to place the flowers 
and flag that we had brought with 
us, and then take a picture of 
Reuben’s grave. We are grateful 
that they agreed. 

My point in telling this story 
is, to challenge the people of the 
Caney area to show their patri- 
otic pride and respect for those 
two Revolutionary War soldiers 
and the others that are buried 
there. Perhaps, it could be a 
project for a local civic minded 
group to bring that neglected 
cemetery up to a place of beauty 
befitting the final resting place of 
those two early guardians of our 
freedom. I am sure the families 
of those buried in The Old Caney 
Cemetery would be grateful.
